UC campuses see less crime 
than most cities in California 


OAKLAND, Calif. (AP) — Although the number of 
violent crimes increased on the nine campuses of the 
University of California in 1993, the crime rate remained 
lower than in other parts of the state and nation. a 
university report said. 

University police reported a 31 percent increase in the 
number of aggravated assaults in 1993 — 113 incidents 
compared with 86 in 1992 — according to an annual report 
released Tuesday. It also reported 25 percent more robberies 
—66 compared with 53. 

The total number of violent crimes on campus increased 
from 162 in 1992 to 200 in 1993. Overall, the university 
reported arate of approximately 72 incidents of violent crime

We are continuously reminded in his- 
tory Classes of the sins of Christianity — 
the Crusades, the Spanish Inquisition, the 
Salem witch hunts —- as if these episodes 
represent the essence of Christianity. In 
fact, they only prove the reality of onginal 
sin and cormuption of human nature, which 
is a central doctrine of both the Old and 
New Testaments 

These same history classes consis 
tently fail to mention certain facts. First 
Of all, the punishment of heretics under 
the Spanish Inquisition was carried out 
by the state, not the church, and oc- 
curred after the state had centralized 
and consolidated its power, placing the 
church u.der its control. Furthermore, 
many of these heretics of the 16th and 
17th Centuries would not have been 
considered guilty of heresy by today’s 
standard of orthodoxy. Many were 
Bible-believing Christians. Instead of 
believing in the Gospel for one’s salva- 
tion, the church adopted the false doc 
trine of salvation by good works, bap 
usm, transubstantiation and penance 
Many of the clergy of the Catholic 
Church during the Inquisition, there- 
fore, would hardly be considered to 
have been orthodox histonc Christians 
Matter of fact, the Inquisition hunted 
down so many Protestants, besides 
baptized members of the Catholic 
Church who disagreed with any church 
dogma, that it virtually destroyed Prot 
estantsm in Spain, Italy and many 
other nations

Harkening back to the 
racism, sexism of the 
‘60s 


Editor: 

As an alurnna | regularly get ap- 
peals for funds from Sacramento State 
I have been tempted to write back: 
“When this institution ceases to be 
highly sexist, racist and classist, I will 
donate money.” I don't have fond 
memories of my college years. I re- 
member the administration removing 
Our murals (which celebrated our cul- 
tural heritage) in an effort to make the 
university more “business-like,” I re- 
member being let known tha! my hac 
teriology professor didn’t hink women 
belonged in labs. I remember being 
uncomfortable because | was on wel- 
fare and not upper middle income as 
many of my classmates were. I was not 
one of their social crowd. | remember 
having the campus police being called 
by university officials toarrest my three 
year-old daughter and myself for pass- 
ing Out anti-apartheid literature. The 
Hornet Foundation told us that it was 
none of the students’ business if it 
invested our funds in South Africa. 

Our student body and our profes- 
sors successfully got rid of ROTC on 
campus because it didn’t meet aca- 
demic standards. It has been disturbing 
t© see this program back, and it will be 
200d tO see it go again because of anti- 
gay discrimination 

Because of our struggles as students 
and faculty in the ‘60s and ‘70s, col- 
leges and universities started having 
ethnic and women's studies programs 


What history classes also do not 
pornt Out is that in comparison with the 
death toll caused by the French Revo- 
lution or a communist government, the 
Spanish Inquisition was rather insig- 
nificant. For example, in their extermi- 
nation of the Vendee (peasant revolt -— 
which lasted for less than a decade), the 
disciples of Rousseau's civil religion 
killed five times the number of people 
who perished in the Spanish Inquisi- 
ton (which lasted for almost four cen- 
tunes). Taken together, all of the mas- 
sacres, crusades and pogroms con- 
ducted by religious fanatics during the 
past two millennia may provide a body 
count competitive with that of the first 
five years of the bloody and tyrannical 
Soviet regime 

As in the Spanish Inquisition, the 
Crusades of the 11th and 12th Centu 
nes were not made up necessarily of 
Christians. Many were dedicated ei- 
ther to the false dogmas of the Catholic 
Church or to material gain and power 
Fortunately for historic Christianity, 
almost all of the crusades were failures 
and achieved nothing 

Unlike the Spanish Inquisition and 
the “Unholy” Crusades, the Salem witch 
trials were most likely led by genuine 
Christians. However, not all ministers 
were in favor of the tials. Saniuel 
Willard and Thomas Brattle opposed 
them. Even Cotton Mather who fa- 
vored the trial of witches did not agree 
with the use of spectral evidence. Much 











Discrimination complaints were filed 
to get tenure for female and persons of 
color professors. Gay and bisexual sup- 
port groups were formed 
I now see attacks on our Multi- 
Cultural center, I see fewer and fewer 
low income and people of color stu- 
dents on the campus. We must resist 
Gov. Pete Wilson and his ilk who would
